A great revolution in 
the shipment of grain is being fast inaugu- 
rat'd. The enormous shipments of West- 
ern grain that have heretofore been made 
to Europe by way of New Y’ork. will, un- 
der the new order of things, go down the 
Ohio and Mississippi, and find egress 
through the port ot New Orleans. 

The cotton and sugar crops will turn 
out much better than has been anticipated 
by the most sanguine planters. The 
wheat and other crops in the West are al- 
most unprecedented in yield. Western 
farmers will be relieved of all financial 
embarrassments. Southern planters will 
be enabled to replenish their granaries, 
improve their plantations by the purchase 
of the necessary stock, implements, etc., 
of which they have stood so much in need 
during the past several seasons. The 
broad fields that have for years presented 
a most uninviting aspect will again as 
sume their wonted beauty and thrift. 
Then the South may, in a measure, be- 
come the paradise of plenty and peace.

At that place the United States 
has erected a two-story brick building, 
about thirty-six by twenty-four feet, at a 
cost of about 152,300. 

Wednesday, the 7th instant, was set 
apart for the dedication ceremonies, and 
on that eventful day the great unbleached 
of that section turned out to the number 
of 5,000 or more, and were addressed by 
Capt. J. M. Fidler, Gen. Runkle, Sam.

THE CEOXTOX CANE. 

Kepert ®f Ike Evidence. 

We print below the report of the testi- 
mony in the case of Joseph Croxton, in- 
dicted for the murder of Ben. Miller in 
April last. We yielded, and reluctantly, 
to the united requests ot the Judge and 
counsel in the case to defer its publication, 
and now fulfill a duty to the public that 
we ure satisfied ought to have been dis- 
charged during the progress of the trial. 
We have omitted a portion only, which 
has no material bearing on the ease. 

The case .was admirably managed by 
the defense, and the public, which formed 
its impressions from the account- in the 
newspapers at the time ot the homicide, 
were surprised at the verdict, "not guilty.” 
The testimony is as follows: 

WITNESSES FOR THE COMMONWEALTH. 

Frank McNeill railed — IMien Croxton 
entered the room, l was busy. Alter a 
few moments I heard Major Cassell say: 
“Don’t Jo., don’t!” Almost at the same 
time 1 heard shots — two shot*, very close. 
Others were between me and the parties. 
The first fair view I got was when Miller 
struck Croxton with a chair. I think 
there were three shots fired. After Miller 
struck Croxton with the chair he seemed 
to be holding the chair between him and 
Croxton. Then was fired the third shot. 
Then Croxton leaned down over him. und 
asked if he was dead, and said: "Y'es, I 
hare killed mv bosom friend,” and wept 
bitterly. I think the wounds were rather 
in the side. I saw a pistol lying on a table 
near by — a Smith Si Wesson’s, small bore, 
six or eight inches long. 1 never consid- 
ered Miller a dangerous man. 

Capt. tleorye Jl Rierson called — I 
live in Louisville. I have lived in Texas, 
Culm and Chicago. I was present when 
Miller lost his life, some four, five, six or 
eight weeks ago. I was up stairs at 102, 
Fifth street. I heard a pistol-shot; turned 
and saw a man prepairing to shoot again. 
Just then Miller was rising with a chair in 
his hand. Miller was raising the chair to 
strike when Croxton fired the second shot. 

5 )nly one shot was fired before Miller rose. 
When the second shot was fired Miller 
was standing up with a chair drawn in his 
hand. I saw the pistol. This one (ex- 
amining the pistol shown at the bar) 
looks like it. I could not swear that Mil- 
ler was standing when the first shot was 
fired. Miller got hold of the pistol, but 
Croxton got it away from nim, (witness 
illustrates how Croxton drew it from 
Miller). 

Maj. Cassell railed — I was at 102 Fifth 
street on the night Miller lost his life. It 
was about 8) o'clock on the 23d of April, 
1869. Miller came in, and perhaps 
stopped at the door and talked with some 
one there. He then came up to where I 
was sitting, and was talking to me when 
Croxton came in. There were three shots 
fired. I noticed the pistol. This one 
(examining the pistol exhibited) looks 
very much like the same pistol. I could 
not find the third bullet. Two shots were 
fired, and then the chair was raised. I do 
no think that Miller got hold of the pistol. 

I think two shots were fired before Miller 
got up from his chair. I do not think 
Miller saw Croxton when he fired. I do 
not think Miller saw Croxton until two 
shots were fired. Miller was a good-hum- 
ored man. • 

Cross-examined — I am certain the two 
first shots were fired before Miller rose 
from his chair. Miller said, “Croxton lias 
been abusing me as lonjj us I am going to 
stand it. ” As he said this he wiped his 
fat?e with a handkerchief. 

Joseph Sc had culled — I saw Ben Miller 
ami Joseph Croxton on the night of the 
fatal difficulty at the corner of Fifth and 
.Market streets. Stopped on the corner, 
and saw Joseph Croxton, Ben Miller and 
Levi Needy conversing together. They 
were standing inside the recessof the door. 
Miller called Croxton a liar. Croxton 
called Miller a liar. Them Miller called 
Croxton a d — d liar. They then clinched. 
They were soon separated. Ben Miller 
started across the street. I said to him. 
"Ben, you had better go home.” He said. 

"I will kill that son of a b h before I 

sleep.” Croxton went up stairs; (over the 
Richmond Saloon), staid from three to five 
minutes, and came down. He then had a 
pistol in his hand. He walked to the cor- 
ner, and then went up toward 102. I 
did not hear him say anything. 1 spoke 
to him but he did not answer. I did not 
hear Croxton say anything after he and 
Miller hud clinched at the Richmond 
saloon. I did not hear Croxton say that 
Miller had but a short time to live, or any- 
thing of the kind. 1 bad left my place of 
business at about 7 o'clock. 

Re-examined — I cannot tell whether the 
men on the corner remained there or not. 
nor can I tell where they went. I 
was watching Croxton and Miller. 

John II. Thomas vailed . — I was near 
the Richmond saloon on the night of the 
killing. I was going to the Galt House to 
meet a gentleman, at 8! o’clock. It was 
the 22d or 23d of April. I live on the cor- 
ner of Fifth and Chestnut streets. 1 went 
to the corner of Fifth and Market streets 
and stood there, waiting for a car. Mil- 
ler and Croxton were on the sill of the 
door ill the recess of the same. Croxton 
was pressing the fact that Miller owed 
him thirty dollars. Miller insisted it was 
settled. Miller seemed to be trying to get 
away. He moved. They clinched. I 
could not tell which struck first. Miller v 
after they had been parted, or separated, 
started across the street. He stopped a 
moment at the corner. He then went out 
Fifth street till he got to the Marble Hall sa- 
loon. I then lost sight of him. Four or five 
persons came up where I was standing. 
Croxton came out and went across Fifth 
street, passed over to Wolf Si Durritiger’s 
corner, and then went over to a drug 
store. He then went straight to Court 
Place, and then came back and wont into 
102. Just then a cur came along. As I 
got into the car I heard two sbfits. Not 
over eight minutes intervened from the 
time of the fight at the corner until I 
henrd the shooting at 102. 1 think it was 

eight o’clock when I arrived at the Galt 
House. 

Re-examined . — About the time I lost 
sight of Miller I saw Croxton on the cor- 
ner. He paused a few seconds at the cor- 
ner, near Smith's drug store. Can’t say 
anytbing as to whether the rffen on the 
southeast corner went over to the Rich- 
mond saloon corner. 

Len. Needy culled — I heard Messrs. 
Croxton, Miller and Featherly talking. 
I paid no attention to them until the d — d 
lie was passed. They fought, and I parted 
them. I took Croxton into the saloon, 
and 1 saw nothing more of Miller. Ten 
or fifteen minutes afterward I suw Croxton 
going toward 102. 

Dacid Me Jenkins called — I was on tlie 
southeast corner of Market and Fifth 
streets. I saw Miller cross from the south- 
west corner. I heard a pistol shot, ten or 
fifteen minutes afterward. I went to the 
corner ofFifthaud Market. Miller crossed

The Council of Ministers and Privy 
Council have held frequent meetings at 
the summohs of the Emperor to deliber- 
ate upon the interpretation for the po- 
itical reforms now pending in the Corps 
Legislatif. It is said that the following 
programme has been agreed upon, with 
the concurrence of the Emperor: 

The Senate will he immediately con- 
voked, when parliamentary changes of a 
liberal character will he proposed by the 
government. These reforms will probably 
include the extension of the right and fa- 
cility of interpolation and the creation of 
responsible ministers, the Emperor 
choosing the ministers from the Corps 
Legislatin', with a view of arriving at the 
particular responsibility of each member 
of his Cabinet.
